“My Fellow Countrymen: * 

“It is to be feared that the su- 
preme issue presented for your 
consideration in the present 
campaign is growing more ob- 
scure rather than clearer by rea- 
son of the many arbitrary turns 
the discussion of it has taken. 
The editors and publishers of 
the country would render a 
freat service if they would pub- 
lish the ful Itext of*the cove- 
nant of the League of Nations, 
because, having read that text, 
you would be able to judge for 
yourselves a great many things 
in which you are now in dung:r 
of being misled. I hope sincere 
ly that it will be very widely 
and g@perally published eutirg. 

“It is with a desire to reclari- 
fy the issue and to assist your 
judgment that I take the liberty 
of stating again the case sub- 
mitted to you, in as simple 
terms as possible. : 

“Three years ago it was my 
duty to summon you to the con- 
cert of wer, to join the free'na- 
tions of the world in meeting 
and ending the most sinister 
peril that had ever been devel- 
oped in the irresponsible politics 
of the Ola World. Your response 
to that call really settled the 
fortunes of war. 

Morale of Germans Broken. 

“You will remember that the 
morale of the German people 
broke down long before the 
“strength of the German armies 
was broken. ‘That was obvi- 
ously because they felt that a 
great moral force which 
could not look in the face had 
come into the contest, and that 
thenceforth all their professions 
of right were discredited anda 
they were unable to pretend 
that their continuation of the 
war was not the support 
Government that had violate 
every principle of right anil 
every consideration of human- 

ty. 

‘It is my privilege to sum- 
mon you now to the concert of

We should not be deceived 
into supposing that imperialistic 
schemes ended with the defeat 
of Germany, or that Germany is 
the only nation that entertained 
such schemes or was moved by 
sinister ambitions and  long- 
standing jealousie’ to attack the 
very structure of civilization. 

“There are other nations which 
likely to be powerfully 
moved, or are ajready moved, 
by commercial jealousy, by the 
desire to dominate 
their own way in politics and in 
enterprise, and it is necessary to 
check them and apprise them 
that the world will be united 
against them as it was against 
Gérmany if they attempt any 
similar thing. 

Mothers, Sisters, Wives. 

‘The mothers and sisters and 
wives of the country know the 
sacrifice of war. They will feel 
that we have misled them and 
compelled them to make an en- 
ttrely unnecessary sacrifice of 
their beloved ones if we do not 
make It as certain as it can be 
made that no similar sacrifices 
will: be demanded of mothers 
and sisters and wives In the fu- 
ture.

Warning From Government. 

During the inquest the Solicitor 
representing the Treasury Depart- 
ment revealed that five days before 
MacSwiney's death the Home Office 
doctor read to him a statement 
signed by Secretary Shortt, as fol- 
lows: 

‘The Secretary of State solemnly 
warns you that you will not be re- 
leased and that you alone will be re- 
sponsible for any consequences 
which may ensue on your persistence 
in refusing food.” * 

To this Lord Mayor MacSwiney 
merely replied that he had been told 
that previously.

LAW FORECONOMY 


Secretary of State Says He 
Contracted for Printing of 

| Amendments at Maximum 

Because Others Did. 


BILL $140,000, WASTE 
$114,000, EDITOR SAYS 


Publisher of Paper at Vienna 
Declares He Would Take 
$250 for Work That Will 
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Net Others $1262. 
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By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 27.— 
Secretary of State John L. Sullivan 
admitted to the Post-Dispatch to- 
day that, in letting the contract for 
the printing of the constitutional 
amendments, which will cost the 
State more than $140,000, he ignored 
Section 688 of the Missouri statutes, 
which requires him to obtain the 
best rates possible. 

Sullivan makes no defense of his 
policy af giving out the printing ex- 
cept to say he handled it in exactly 
the same way all of his predeces- 
scrs in office have handled it, 

‘Public attention first was called 
to’ Sullivan's policy of awarding the 
printing contract at the maximum 
rates, by the Rev. John Fugel, pas- 
tor of the Roman Catholic -Church 
at Vienna, and editor of the Home 
Adviser, a weekly Democratic paper 
published there. 

Father Fugel declared he would 
print the amendment in his paper 
for $200 to $250, while Sullivan had 
awarded the printing to one paper 
in each county for the sum of $1262. 

Says Waste Will Be $114,000. 

“The average Missouri rural news- 
paper is glad to get 20 cents an 
inch for advertising space,’ Father 
Fugel says, “and approximately 
$3000 could be saved the State in 
each county, or $114,000 of the to- 
tal cost of $140,000, 

“The amendments this year will 
make about 360 single column .in- 
ches. Publishers can buy stereo- 
typed plates of the amendments 
from an agency dealing in. plate mat- 
ter for $30, including transportation | 
charges. This does away with all 
expense of composition.” 

When asked for a statement as to 
why he had not sought or accepted 
lower offers for the printing, Sul- 


livan said: 

“T have let the contracts for this 
printing exactly as all of my prede- 
cessors in office let it. If it is costing 
the State too much, why did the 
Legislature provide for a duplication 
of the printing in each county, 
which doubles the cost?” 

Contracts at Maximum Rate. 

Sullivan referred to the fact that 
in addition to the amendments print- 
ed at the direction of the Secretary 
of State, the County Court ‘in each 
county designates two papers in the 
county In which the amendments are 
together with the 
names of the candidates, and every- 
thing else to be passed upon by the 
voters, as a sample ballot. 

This piece of legislation was en- 
gineered by the country newspaper 
lobby, and, as Sullivan says, amounts 
to a duplication of printing and a 
dead loss to the State and counties. 

Section 688, which Father Fugel 
charges, and Sullivan admits, he ig- 
nored, reads as follows: 

“In procuring the publication of 
any law, proclamation, advertise- 
ment, order or notice, the public of- 
ficers shall accept of the most advan-. 
tageous terms that can be obtained, 
not exceeding the rates limited in 
the preceding section.” 

The preceding section is the one 
which provides the maximum of $1 
per square of 250 ems, under which: 
Sullivan has awarded the contracts. 


Prince Henry Visits Wilhelm.

WIERINGEN, Holland, Oct. 27.— 


Prince Henry of Prussia, brother of 
former Emperor William, is visit- 
ing Holland. He is dividing his

HOUSTON SAYS ARTICLE. 
10 SHOULD BE LEFT I 


Secretary Congratulates Wash- 
ington U. Dean on Decision 
to Support Cox. 


Tyrrell Williams, acting dean of 
the Washington University Law 
School, has received a letter from 
David F. Houston, formerly chancel- 
lor of the university, and now Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, congratulat- 
ing him on his decision to cast his 
vote for Cox. Wililams heretofore 
has been an “independent” in poli- 
tics. 

Secretary Houston in his 
says: 

“IT was much interested in your 
political intentions. I am glad to 
hear that you expect to vote for Gov. 
Cox. Laying aside what would be 
regarded as very natural views, I 
cannot come to any other conclusion 
than that thé election of Mr. Hard- 
ing would be very fateful. I note 
one of the arguments of certain lead- 
ing Republicans which is having 
some weight. 

“Mr. Root, for instance, urges that 
article 10 is objectionable because 
while Congress only could declare 
war, the article would set up a moral 
obligation which @s stronger than a 
legal obligation. He fails to note that 
this bligation would be set up only 
after the Council gave advice, that 
the voice of our delegate would be 
necessary to such advice, that our 
delegate would necessarily consult his 
own” Government, that is, the Presi- 
dent, whoever he might be, and that 
the advice would be the same the 
President would give in any event. 
In effect, it would be this Govern- 
ment giving advice to itself in a set 
of circumstances which it would give 
whether there was a league or not. 
Of course, Mr. Root and others know 
that the President could now involve 
this country in war without a league 
or without article 10. 

“Personally I would rather be in 
the league with article 10 than with- 
out it. It commits tRe nations to a 
policy of observance of territorial in- 
tegrity which I greatly favor. I have 
no doubt that the sensible thing 
would have been for this nation to 
promptly ratify the treaty and accept 
the covenant, and then, if it desired 
amendments, to work for them 
through the method provided tn the 
covenant.”

Now, Article XI is the great watch tower of the 
League. It authorizes the Council to take note of 
anything, anywhere in the world, that threatens war 
or might cause war, as the concern of all, for the 
purpose of allaying friction and avoiding the danger 
of war. It permits any member of the League, with- 
out offense, to call attention to a possible cause of 
war or friction with a similar peaceful intent. This 
is the clause upon which Gov. Cox proposes to help 
the Irish cause. As a whole, it has received. unquali- 
fied general approval as embodying both the intent 
and the opportunity of the League to keep the peace. 
But Senator Harding scents danger. There might 
be somewhere some word that obligated the United 
States to do something with other nations to main- 
tain justice and peace, and that is dangerous. It 
smacks of idealism, humanity and a spirit of service 
to the world that might retuire a little cost of money

M. Bourgeois, of course, meant that without Article 
X the other parts of the covenant were efficacious 
for peace, but Mr. Harding sees hobgoblins in any 
sort of an efficient League. So he says: “It is a 
complet® demonstration that the only safety for 
the United States is to remain outside until we may 
unite upon a plan for an association of nations which 
will mean the same thing for everybody.”

‘The one provision on which 
such American opposition to the 
covenant of the League of Nations 
as now remains is based is that of 
Article X. This.article reads as 
follows: 

“"*The members of the 
league undertake to respect 
and preserve as against exter- 
nal aggression the territorial 
integrity and existing political 
independence of al] members 
of the league. In case of any 
such aggression or in case of 
any threat or danger of such 
aggression, the council shall 
advise ,upon the means by 
which this obligation shall be 
fulfilled.’ 

‘Tt is claimed by some that this 
provision will increase rather than 
diminish the probability of war, 
that it willl draw us into war 
against our will and judgment, and 
that it will "prevent the extension 
of national boundaries. 

“If this or any other provision of 
the covenant would increase war it 
is safe to say that no nation and 
few individuals would favor it— 
not now at anv rate, after the e&- 
perience of the last four ‘years. 
But the sole purpose of the League 
of Nations ts to prevent war, or 
at least to diminish it as far as is 
humanly possible, and this section 
ts considered necessary to the 
achievement of that purpose 
Many amendments were made to 
the covenant as a result of Amer- 
{can opposition, but Article X, al- 
though special stress was laid upon 
it by the opposition, was not 
touched. No concession was made 
to the demands of American crit- 
ics as to this section, because it 
was considered vital to the exist- 
ence of the league and therefore 
vital to the existence of the 
league and therefore vital to the 
attainment of its design, the pre- 
vention of war. » Why is it consid- 
ered vital? Because any assogia- 
tion of nations to promote peace 
and who intend, as a means to 
that end, to reduce thelr arma- 
ment,.their war power, must have 
some kssurarfca ‘of mutual protec- 
ton. If they voluntarily weaken 
their defenses there must be some 
understanding among them _ to 
prevent such wéakening from im- 
periling any of their number. The 
situation of the United States and 
Great Britain is such that they 
could probably take care of them- 
selves under any circumstances, 
but this is true of no others. If, 
on the other hand, they have such 
pledges of support, then they can 
feel that their safety {ts relatively 
insured and thgir stability estab- 
lished, and they can enter upon afi 
era of peace unfearing any out- 
ward aggression. No nation hav- 
ing any reason to fear an enemy, 
actual or possible, and there are 
few that do not, will pledge itself 
to disarmament and avoidance of 
war unless some substitute is pro- 
vided of a protective nature. The 
continental nations of Europe 
have always had that fear con- 
stantly before them, and no league 
of peace, involving disarmament, 
is possible that does’not remove 
that fear, at least to a large extent, 
for these nations simply will not 
enter one without some such se- 
curity as ts offered by Article X. 
We, 3000 miles from any enemy 
that might endanger us, can say 
we do not need it, and perhaps we 
do not, but it is essential to them 
and to the organization of any ef- 
fective league of peace. That is 
why Article X has not been 
changed. France, in particular, 
must look upon it as her chief 
safeguard, if her desire for a spe- 
cial treaty is not attained. 

“But is this section likely to 
draw us into war?, Consider first 
the purpose of this covenant—the 
promotion of peace by the preven- 
tion of war, Is war to be prevent- 
ed by increasing the risk of it? 
The nations of Europe are more 
ddéeply concerned in the prevention 
ef war than we are. They know 
more about it, have had a longer 
experience with its horrors. They 
know, too well, also, that a small 
spark is likely to kindle a great 
conflagration. The do not want 
war to start. Is it at aH reasona ble 
to assume, then, that these nations 
are willing to approve an agreec- 
ment that will promote war? If

more quickly, and involve them 
much more seriously if it were in 
Europe. If this ware probable ts it 
imaginable that the high repre- 
sentatives ®r these nations would 
not only approve of this article 
but insist upon its retention? These 
men, we may presume, represent 
the highest qualities of intelli- 
gence, patriptism and statesman- 
ship in thefr respective countries. 
To charge them with favoring an 
agreement that would increase the 
risk of war is to charge them with 
an imbecility worse than treason 
to their people. 

“No. The purpose of this article 
as of the whole covenant, is to

There was much of madness in 
the conduct of Germany, but Ger- 
many was not that mad, If Ger- 
many, with all her ower, the 
greatest war power ever developed 
by any people, would not have 
dared this, what nation would 
dare? Where isthe country, 
within the league or out of it, that 
would engage in -war against a 
member of the league with such 
an overwhelming force potentially 
against it? The mere moral pow- 
er of this agreement is quite suffi- 
cient to deter any nation from war 
without ‘first complying with the 
procedure of arbitration or con- 
eciliation required in this covenant. 

“Article 10 is the basic section 
of the Association of Nations, the 
preliminary assurance of mutual 
support against external aggres- 
sion threatening territorial integ- 
rity or loss of sovereignty, and of 
mutual respect for such integrity 
and sovereignty. That is to say, 
the members will not only them- 
selves respect the sovereign rights 
of one another, but will protect 
them from aggression by others. 
There is no probability of aggres- 
sion or interference without some 
basis or excuse for action in a dis- 
pute. The action of the league 
and its members in regard to all 
disputes ig set forth in subsequent 
articles of the covenant, which 
provide for the course of action in 
case of viglation of the rules of 
procedure by members of the 
league in their relations with one 
another. These articles do not ap- 
ply, with the exception of 17, to 
countries not members. Every 
conceivable contingency within 
the Icague {s provided for in these 
articles. Article 10 is a general, 
comprehensive section, and is de- 
signed to provide for possible 
emergencies not covered in the de- 
tailed provisions pf © the subse- 
quent articles, such a great emer- 
gency, perhaps, as that which 
arose in 1914, although even that 
began with a dispute. 

“External aggression must come 
either from within or from with- 
out the league. If a member of 
the league is attacked by another 
member of the league in disregard 
of its covenants, ,the course of ac- 
tion by the league itself is set forth 
in article 16. If a nation outside 
the league refuses, upon  invita- 
tion, to accept the obligations of 
membership for the purpose of the 
dispute which it has with such 
member and resorts to war, it is 
directed in article 17 that the pro- 
visions of article 16 shall likewise 
be applied against it. That article 
provides, first, for the severance of 
trade and ‘financial relatiorfs with 
the offehding nation, the prohibl- 
tion of all intercourse betwe@m the 
nationals of the members of the 
league and those of the offending 
state, and the prevention of all 


financial, commercial or personal 


intercourse between the nationals 
of the offending state and the na- 
tionals of any other state whatso- 
ever. That, In brief, is an eco- 
nomic and social boycott, followed 
by a general blockade, The pres- 
sure of such an ecofiomic isolation 
iq something no nation would:like 
to contemplate, and no nation 
would lightly risk the loss it would 
involve. But’*if military action 
still were ‘weeded, the council 
would recommend to the Govern- 
ments the forces to be contrib- 
uted. The Governments would de- 
cide for themselves as to the mef- 
its of the council's recommenda- 
tion. 

“Now, it is clearly to be. seen 
that any aggression, actual or 
threatened from within the league 
or without, F) covered in articles 
11 to 17, mye provision nade 
therein for th@®course of action to 
be taken by the-respective mem- 
bers of the league. Therefore, any 
action of war based specifically 
and exclusively upon article 19 
must spring from acts or circum- 
stances not contemplated or fore-

den and unexpected attack by one 
nation upon another, a member of 
the league, so sudden fat no op- 
portunity could be given to inter- 
pose the arbitration.or conciliation 
measures would.come under this 
article. Such an attack Is less 
likely to occur, with the natiens 
combined to crush it, than 
other. But if this or any other 
emergency should arise, not spe- 
cifically covered in the agreement, 
and which threatened or perpe- 
trated external aggression upon 
any meémber of the league, then 
the members would stand together 
under article 10. In this aspect It 
is simply a provision for the ex- 
ceptional, unexpected and unfore- 
seen hostility. .

“Article 10, it is apparent, has 
Several purposes and functions. It 
is, first of all, the fundamental] 
agreement of mutual Support in 
case Of attack from without. I@is 
the foundation upon Which the 
other articlés relating to interna- 
Ugnal disputes is laid. There 


would be no league without it, for 
many of the nations concerned 


would+«not enter into an associa- 
tion that. called for disarmament 
unless some such pledge were 
made, just as a man whose life is 
threatened is unwilling to give up 
his arms unless assured that he 
will be protected in other ways. 
If the plans of*disarmament are 
carried out to the satisfaction of 
the coyntrics and made universal, 
the time will come when such an 
agreement as this will be Muper- 
lous, for the fear which demands 
it now will be removed. But un- 
der presemt conditions, and the 
terror of Geérmany’s sudden and 
prodigious attack still in the 
minds of the world, such an un- 
derstanding is an essential basis 
for a peace that can be felt to’ be 
secure. This 1s particularly trno 
because of the new counfgries thaz 
are being created a# a result of 
the War and whose integrity an? 
sovereignty are in special need of 
exterior support. The respect of 
Sovereignty is another 
feature. All nations 
of their sov@reign rights as na- 
tions, particularly«their right to 
conduct their own affdirs, and this 
is a proper agreement to respect 
those rights. ' 

“But more than al this, article 
10 is the preliminary assertion of 
solidarity upon which articles 11 to 
17 are based and which in a way 
encompasses them. It establishes a 
principle; they define its applica- 
tion. It is a mistake to consider ar- 
ticle 10 as something that stands 
Nor is. it less a part of the 
two articies which preced@ it, 
those relating to difarmament.. In 
itself it calls for no action by the 
league or the members. of the 
league unless some extraordinary 
emergency arises for which no 
Other provision is made in th 
covenant. In that remote exigency 
the council is directed to advise 
upon the means by which the ob- 
ligations under it may be fulfilled. 
The council can only advise. It 
rests upon the respective Govern- 
ments themselves to decide ho® 
they will fulfill their obligations 
under it. The advice of the coun- 
cil must be by unanimous agree- 
ment of its members, and the 
united States will be a member. 
No advice as to the course of ac- 
tion will therefore be given that 
would be considered unjust to the 
United States by the representa- 
tive of our Government. Proba- 
bly no advice will be given by the 
council until after consultation 
with the respective governments 
represented in the council. This 
consultation would seem to be es- 
sential in important matters, for 
this is a League of Nations, not a 
superstate, and the members of 
the council are primarily but rep- 
reSentatives of the nations that 
are given the predominating in- 
fluence. Inasmuch as these na- 
tions have the § greates! power, 
both tn themselves and qin the 
league, their responsibilities will! 
be greater, and they will endeavor 
to reach agreement among 
themselves as to what action

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“To summarize: Articie X {fs 
the necessary binding of the na- 
tions into a unified and potential 
force for mutual respect and pro- 
tection.

It is only in exceptional 
circumstances, not otherwise pr 
vided that action under ? 
specifically would be appealed for. 
The occurrence of such circum- 
stances is highly improbable, but 
if they should develop each na- 
tion would be the judge of its ob- 
ligations under the article. Good 
faith would require the support its 
pledges, but whether that support 
would be economic alone, or both 
economic and military, would deg 
pend upon the nature of the case 
and the understanding reached by 
the respective governments.

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—In “The 
Story of a Style,” a volume of 303 


| pages, advance sheets of which have 


been received by the New York 
World, William Bayard Hale, its au- 
thor, adds a distinctly new note to 
the chorus of hate which has been 
raised against President Wilson. 
The object of his protracted effort 
is to show, by a so-called analysis 
of the President’s writings and 
speeches, that Mr. Wilson as a 
writer is a man of “inferior mental 
power” and addicted to echolalia. 
The dictionary defines echolalia as 
“automatic and purposeless repeti- 
tion of words.” f 

Hale, formerly a clergyman, {fs a 
rublicist whose writings during the 
early part of the war brought him 
under suspictan of pro-Germanism. 
He was in Berlin as representative 
of the Hearst newspapers until 
America entered the struggle. in 
October, 1917, he was subpenaed to 
tell what he knew about the Bolo 
Pasha conspiracy. He denied know- 
ing Bolo. 

During 1$12 Hale was the recipi- 
ent of many courtesies at the hands 
of the man he discusses in his book, 
“The Story of a Style.’”’ He was his 
official biographer, the recipient of 
his hospitality, and during President 
Wilson's first term commissioned as 
the President’s confidential agent on 
a mission to Mexico. 

Chapter headings convey the idea 
of the trend of his work. The first 
chapter, “Prophetic Symptoma,” 
points out that in his writings Pres- 
ident Wilson has used more adjec- 
tives In proportion to verbs than 
Carlyle, Macauley, Stevenson and a 
number of other craftsmen. In Chap- 
ter 2, “Aristocratic Affectations,” 
Mr. Wilson’s “George Washington” 
ia laid on the’anvil. After traversing 
the volume, Hale arrives at the con- 
clusion that “Mr. Wilson’s easy sur- 
render to sound has become a habit 
demanding investigation.” 

This investigation is summed up 
in Chapter 3, “Learned Addictions,” 
in which it is revealed that on many 
occasions Mr. Wilson employed 
phrases. which would have been 
avoided had Hale done his writing 
for him,
